In 
many places, chemists are appointed lor 
thu purpose of aualyzing such suspected 
adulterations as may be brought lo ibcill 
(or that purpose. Our law i.s per- 
haps sttingent enough when parlies are 
found guilty of dishonestly selling adultera- 
ted ui tides to the public, but the means al 
ha ul for the detection of the crioio, are noi 
us complete as in Euglttud, There tbe Excise 
department furnishes an excellent machinery 
for getting at tlie pr'n.cipal parlies concorned 
in manufacturing deleterious articles of liquor 
for public consumption. Wo have nntliiiia 
answeriDg to this o'fficd in ibis country, und 
are not likely to have lor some time to come. 
We ure, theroiore, glad lo observe lhat the 
Police Comiiiissiuiier has tniten the matter in 
hand and given iiiatrtictiuiis to the police to 
look af er those suspected of vondiog ridul,- 
terated liquors. Through the magistracy 
and the jiolice WO may thus hnpo to escape 
sorr.o al least of the evils which thtt onpidily 
of U .scrupulous individuals would inflict 
upon the community. We are nol advocates 
of iho Muiue Law, but if people aro petmit- 
tod to 6cll spirituous liquors at till, they 
should not take advantage of that privilege to 
vend spurious articles. If a man prclorids 
lo se'.l rine or brandy, let it lie winu oi b.'uli 
dy, and not a poisonous adulteration or im- 
itation,

For months the 
maid and her family are employing every 
spare hour in weaving cloth for tho bride, 
and in the winter evenings: the bund-loom, 
which is everywhere to be seen in the tuu- 
Indino's house, is rattling and clattering lo 
make into home-spun linen thu II ixen thread 
which nil rummer lung at every interval of 
leisure, or while tending the cattle, they are 
spinning on their distaff. No tontcidiw will 
marry until she lias her JewelBond ornaments, 
and upon them thete is generally expanded 
BVcry oaiocco of solid money which she nnd 
her xpuM have. They arc young and ooreless 
of the future. They are strong, and ecu live 
on the daily labor uf their hands. The mar- 
riage is the grmil event of their life, and then 
at least lor once, they will have their way 
ami be happy, without consulting Ihe cos'. 
So all the money goes into the necklace of 
coral, or golden beads, the long dangling ear- 
rings.the wheatsheaf'of gold w h'ch shakes from 
the dagger that holds up the shining bi aids of 
blue-black lustrous hair, nnd the broad lings 
lhat cover half ln-r lingers. These orna-^ 
merits are always of the purest gold, stamped 
with the government stamp, and, having a 
real solid value, are looked upon us a perma- 
nent investment. On _/ir..7ii-days they urn all 
put on, nnd when want comes, ami hunger 
knocks at the door, they ure pawned nt the 
Monte di Pietn (thu Government pawnbro- 
kery establishment) for nearly theit value, to 
h« redeemed when be tor days comeback. 
It would be thought a disgrace lo be married 
without these ornaments, and no one is uo 
poor an not to have them. At last the mar- 
riage lakes place. The bride is dressed in 
her new costume, and with her golden chains 
and earings gleaming on her neck, and her 
snowy white tovaglia folded over her head, 
she goes with her spoio lo hear mass, take the 
communion and be married. The commu- 
nion is always given before marriage; aud, 
as this cannot be taken after eating, the 
murriueo t aturully lakes place in the morn- 
ing. The whole party then return to the 
house of tho bride, and there is a great /^."'n, 
and laughter and joking, and a dinner, where 
all sit down together : nnd gifls are brought 
by Ihc friends, who vie with each oilier in 
bringing the most, expensive Ihiiiijs Ihey can 
afford to buy."-— Tiobn 'li Roma, fry W. Story.
